Gen«ral Wheslir had a inott «zciting 
gorvice throughout tiiuwar. liehnilold 
me how his horits wtro shot undsr him 
again and again and how be tiL'uped 
wilhout injury, although b« aivrayi 
rode al ti o head of his troops. Of al2 
the ooiiiuianders under Jell'erson Davis 
ho stuck closest to him. 
He was with 
Duvis when the cabinet mored from 
Richmond to Cokesboroueh, N. C.. and 
he then hud eight brigades of cavalry. 
He told Davis that the soldiers consid’ 
ered the war was over and that ho had 
trouble iu holding his troops together 
Davis did not agree with him. and he 
ordered 16,000 horseshoes sent tliere to 
etjuip his troops for flight through tha 
south. 


A i^hort time later, however, when be 
got ready to fly, Wheeler was about the 
only commander who could get soldiers 
to go with him, and it was little GeU' 
eral Joe who followed the Confederate 
president with a troop of 600 men. 
Duvis and bis cabinet soon saw, how­ 
ever, that their hope was a forlorn one^ 
and they sent orders to Wheeler to diS' 
band his troops and take care of bimseli. 
TIjjs Wiieeler did and a short time later 
was captured by tho Union troops and 
was sent with .leifersou Davis north to 
prison.

The Miehigan Telephone company 
vs tlie cities of St. .loseph and Benton 
Harbor if'ilif title of the case which 
occupiiHi the lime of the court yester­ 
day afternoon and is still in progress 
toviav. 


X. A. Hamilton and two lawyers 
from Del roil represonling the Michi­ 
gan Telephone company «re seeking 
an injunction j;gain^t the two cities re- 
straininL' them from taking out their 
poles and allowin”- thrm more rights 
than any other company without tak­ 
ing out a franchise. 


The two cities al one time requested 
the .MichlLntn Telephone company to 
apply for a frauchi.se similar to tho one 
granted to tlie Twin Cit.y company but 
they absiilulely refused to ask for a 
franchise claiming that bv the laws of 
the state they had a right to put tho 
|)oleB wherever they wished. The two 
city councils the same C(|ual rights and 
they did not think it fair to allow one 
company rights which another com­ 
pany was restrained from using. 


As soon a.s the Twin City company 
commenced operations the Micnigan 
people reduced the price of their ser­ 
vice from l.m and 124 a year to 112 and 
•0, the present rates. 


Mr. Jackson, one of the managers of 
tho company from Detroit was on the 
witness stand yesterday afternoon and 
when asked by James O’Hara, the city 
attorney of St. Joseph, why his com 
pany reduced the rates of service as 
soon as the Twin City company got es­ 
tablished he replied: 
“For the simple 
rea'ion we wished to knock them out” 
and w’hen asked what they would do if 
they succeeded in knocking out the 
Twin City company he replied: “Raise 
our rates to a living price.” 


The attorneys for the cities of St. 
Joseph and iienton Harbor, O’Hara 
and Fyfe and Valentine & Ellsworth 
were greatly surprised at the answers 
of Mr. Jackson. They did not think 
that ho would admit that his company 
would raise the rates if the Twin City 
company were forced to le»ve the 
iield. 


Manager Badour representing 
the 
Michigan Telephone company in the 
twin cities w'us on the stand this morn­ 
ing and it was shown by his books that 
while some people are paying $12 anc 
10 per year for their *phones others are 
receiving the service gratis. 


Tho time thus far in the case has 
been occupied with tho St. J o se^ case 
but it is expected that the Benton 
Harbor ease will come on this after­ 
noon. 


It is evident that all the Michigan 
Telephone company now want is to 
force the Twin City company to the 
wall and the residenss of both cities 
should take a firm stand and aid the 
home company and by so doing save 
themselves money, for should the Twin 
City company leave the field the public 
would have to pay the old exborbant 
rate for telephone service,

was linally paid Pokagon received no 
greater portion of the money than tlie 
humblest or least deserving member of 
the tribe.

Washington, April 13. — For nearly 
three hours yostorday the senate had 
tlie Cuban question in its several phases 
undtT 
discussion. 
Three 
resolutions 
bearing upon the question were intro­ 
duced—one by Lindsay of Kentucky, 
dlrectlns that the contemplated opera­ 
tions against the Spanish arm y in Cuba 
be in concert witii (Jefleral Gomez, thi^ 
.supreme command to be ve.stud in the 
commander of the United States forces, 
to the end that the independence of the 
Cubans he scoured; the second Ijy Wil­ 
son of Washington, directing the pres­ 
ident at ome to taiie such steps as will 


.S f c u i* o to the Cuban people an inde- 
Ijendent republit an I'ormof government, 
and the third by Allen declaring? the 
existence of war in Cuba, and directing; 
the j)resldt!nt to take stej)s lo slop it 
and secure to the people of the island 
a stable and independent government. 
Following the introduction of the reso­ 
lutions speeches were delivered by i ’et- 
tus of Alabama, Mason of Illinois and 
Hutler of North Carolina. 


Viinor of thu Tlir«« 


Judge l^etius presented an argumeni 
that congress could not delegate t*» th-- 
president the power to m ake war either 
in a general or in a special sense, and 
declarcil tliat the making of any war 
without an expte.-s declaration by con- 
gres.H wouUl l)e a disgrace to the nation. 
Mason's 
si)ecch was largely a legal 
argument in favor of the roeognltion of 
the independence of the Cuban republic 
and was delivered with characteristic 
ilre and vehemtnee. 
Butler 8j)oko for 
the “opposition” on the floor of the sen­ 
ate, nmintainlng that It had thus fai 
upheld the hands of the administration 
in the present crisis an«l would con­ 
tinue to do so for a dellniteand vigorous 
policy. He regretted that the president 
had not presented such a policy to con­ 
gress, and held that intervention with­ 
out the 
recognitUm of Independence 
would »imply mean the crushing of the 
Cuban patriots. 
Consideration of the 
sundry civil bill was resumed, but no 
progress was made. 


CiroovtMior AfjfuUi Actu iin 
Grosvenor of Ohio, now generally 
regarded as the spokesman of the pres­ 
ident on the iloor of the house, late yes­ 
terday afternoon in reply to an attack 
upon the policy of the admlnlstratl»*n 
Interpreted the recommendations In the 
president’s message to mean a reciuest 
for authority to use the arm y and navy 
of the United States to establish on the 
island of Cuba a government Indepen­ 
dent of Spain. 
It was regarded as an 
exceedingly Important and signiflcani 
announcement. In the brief debate yes­ 
terday the opening guns of the contest 
that 
begins 
today 
were 
fired. 
Broadsides were exchanged and then 
the house adjourned. 
Lentz, an Ohio 
Democrat, who drew the fire of Clros- 
venor last Thursday, returned to th^ 
assault again yesterday, attacking what 
he termed the “vacillating" policy of 
the president, the “midnight 
confer­ 
ences” at the W hite House with Elkins 
and John J. McCook, and asserting 
that the president’s recommendations 
really m eant that the United States 
should coerce the Cuban insurgents into 
an acceptance of Spain’s scheme of a u ­ 
tonomy. 


Ilnll**y CoiitrovvrtM Ciroiiv*‘iior. 
Hepburn of Iowa made a spirited and 
indignant reply, denouncing the Intima­ 
tion of such a policy as little short of 
scoundrelism. 
Then came Grosvenor's 
Important announcement, upon which 
Bailey, the Democratic leader, coun­ 
tered, taking the position that If the 
president had meant to declare for th 
Independence of Cuba he would have 
said so In specific words. The message 
was clear and lucid, he said, except as 
to the recommendations, and It had re- 
tpiired all the 
ingenuity of 
General 
Grosvenor to torture 
such an inter­ 
pretation from them. 
In conclusion he 
declared that the president who would 
coerce the Cuban patriots would not live 
to survive the odium of the American 
people.

army and navy oillcers and K''vern- 
ment employes 
eheeiing outside the 
very dot»r of the se<Tetary of state was 
wholly unprecedented in the history 
of that staid dei>artment. At niKht the 
city turned out In thousands when a 
Rerenaile was given Omeral Lee at his 
hotel and stood for hours In the street 
waiting a glimpse of him. 


The night demonstration was almost 
as quick and unpremeditated as that 
which had greeted Ceneral Lee at th*=. 
depot and state department. The Unit« 
ed States Marine band had been se­ 
cured from the barracks anti the* Seven­ 
ty-first Keglment band under the leatl- 
ership of Professor Fanclulll, formerly 
conductor of the Marine band, came 
over from New York on an afternoon 
train. 
The crowd assembled without 
calling, and by 8 o’clock 
was 
.'»,000 
strong In the streets about the Shoro- 
han» hotel, 
where General 
Lee was 
quartered. Before the close it was twice 
that size. 


It was after 9 before he appeared on 
one of the small corner bakH)nies. ac­ 
companied by a committee of the Union 
Veteran Legion and the Confeilerate 
Veterans’ association, w’hlch was Joint­ 
ly In charge'of the affair.

Other 
patrons have demanded the same privi' 
lege.s and have abused thorn, and the re­ 
sult is that to compen.sate for interest on 
money owing by solvent debtors and for 
the sums lost through those who never 
pay the tradesman charges a goodly 
profit on all his goods, and the prices 
are accordingly iiigii. On the other 
hand, American women shopping abroad 
sueni to bo bargain marl, aud tlToiref- 
fort.s to beat down prices iu.spire the 
tradt Lunau with much the same íeeliiig 
that a well trained butler expericuees 
when his nouveau riclie iiiMster econo­ 
mizes on his wines. In tact, looking for 
bargains in lioud street is i'olly.—Sau 
Francisco Argonaut.
